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Rome. The Appian Way and the Tomb of Cecilia 
Metella. The \'ia Appia, a military road con¬ 
structed by Appius Claudius (B.C. 312) merits its 
title, “Queen of Roads.” It was the scene of a 
well-known story of St. Peter, as the Church 
“Domine Quo Vadis” bears witness. The question, 
“Lord, where goest thou?” and the reply, “To be 
crucified again,” brought him back to Rome and 
martyrdom. The Tomb along the road, very like 
a castle, was raised to the daughter of Metellus. 
wife of Caesar’s legate to Caul. It was converted 
into a stronghold in the thirteenth century. 
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Rome. The Forum and the House of the 
Vestal Virgins. Next to the Colosseum., the Forum 
is the most interesting ruin of Pagan Pome. 
Originally a market place, temples and other public 
buildings were erected near it, and it became'the 
centre of civic life and the scene of aristocratic 
funerals, of gladiatorial combats and notable public 
events. Now of course it is a conglomeration of 
priceless fragments-statuary, columns, &c.—a 
mere hint of departed glories. The house was the 
retreat of the Virgins who kept the sacred fire 
burning in the Temple of Vesta. 
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
